Nigel D. Campbell, collector of 
internal revenue, cautioned taxpay- 
ers today not to confuse pending 
tax legislatio nin Congress with the 
1046 Income tax returns which must 
be filed not later than March 15 by 
every person who had $500.00 or 
more income last year. 

The collector pointed out that, If 
any changes are made in the tax 
laws, the changes will apply only to 
1947, and therefore, will not alter in 
any way the filing of last year's re- 
turn due by March 15, 

For 1046, a return is required by 
March 15 from every person who 
had $500.00 or more income, regard- 
less of all other circumstances (ex- 
cept, of course, members of the 
armed forces still overseas). Returns 
arc required even though part or all 
the tax has been paid by withhold- 
ing.

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What is "Fireproof?" 

« The public lias a dangerously wrong concept of 
what the word "fireproof." as applied to hotels and 
public buildings, means. That was the gist of expert 
comment made at the recent National Conference on 
Hotel Safety in Philadelphia. 

A good many people seem to think that "fire- 
proof* means a structure whose interior and exterior 
are immune to really serious damage by fire. But as 
a National Fire Protection Association member point- 
ed out. "a fireproof building by definition is one 
where the structure will remain intact after a burn- 
out of its contents." Under this definition, a stove or 
a furnace is a perfect example of fireproof construc- 
tion. The contents may be destroyed, but the basic 
structure remains intact. 

The public's interest lies in a type of construc- 
tion which, whether it is called "fireproof" or not, will 
give maximum protection to occupants against death 
and injury by fire. And here is where building codes 
have lagged woefully behind. A recent issue of Life 
illustrates safe versus unsafe construction, with some 
vivid drawings. In the safe hotel or similar building, 
compartments and fire walls limit the area where fire 
can travel.* A blaze might shoot up an air shaft but 
it would then quickly burn out for lack of fuel. In 
the unsafe structure, on the other hand, fire roars 
along natural flues made by open stair wells and ele-, 
valor shafts. Open doors and transoms permit it to 
enter rooms unchecked. And death by burning, gas, 
and suffocation follows. 

The National Board of Fire Underwriters, 85 
John Street, New York City, offers to communities a 
model building code which is designed to give the 
, maximum posible protection to the public. Codes such I 
as this, rigorously enforced, and made retroactive in j 
the case of existing public buildings, should become 
the law in every city and town in the nation.

The Changing Time* 
During the war, and for some time after it end-j 
ed, retail stores had to take whatever goods were of- 
fered them, even when prices were high and quality 
was low. Consumers had to be content with smaller and 
poorer stocks to choose from. This was a situation 
that couldn't be helped— it was the certain conse- 



quence of war's insatiable demands on our producing 
machine. 

Now, however, times seem to be rapidly chang- 
ing—and for the better. Business papers and trade 
journals report that buyers for retail stores are east 
Ing jaundiced eyes on sub-standard merchandise. They 
are questioning prices which seem out of line. They 
know that the consumers will again demand the best 
possible product for the least possible price — and they 
are out to meet that demand. 

This certainly does not moan that prices arc 
going to crack wide open— the pressures arc still in- 
flationary in many cases. Bui it docs indicate that 
there is going to be less and less shoddy merchandise — 
and more and more goods which offer maximum and 
dependable value in Iheir price brackets. And, by the 
same token, store stocks are once more being built 
up to approximations of pre-war abundance and se- 
lection. 

This is retailing*s traditional service to the na- 
tion. Store operators are as pleased as anyone else to 
see the economy of scarcity gradually disappear.

The Future of Coal 

When the nation's soft coal mines were first 
taken over by the government, it was generally under- 
stood that the move was in the nature of a formal- 
ity, and that the mines would soon be returned to their 
owners. However, this "temporary socialization" of one 
of the nation's most important natural resources seems 
to have acquired a semi-permanency. As a result, the 
public, no less than the mine owners, is entitled to i 
know just what the goevrnment intends to do. 

It is sometimes argued that govcrmental con- 
trol is necessary to cope with the mine labor 
problem. But the principal miners' union has 
defied the government as brazenly as it has the pri- 
vate operators. As England is proving now, socialism 
is not the magical solution to a country's economic 
ills— it actually produces more problems than it can 
begin to solve. 

Returning the mines to Iheir owners should not 
be longer delayed. The American people have never 
sanctioned socialization of the industry*. Every evi- 
dence points to the fact that the people arc strongly 
opposed to the further extension of governmental 
powers— that was the outstanding lesson of last No- 
vember's elections. 

The mine labor problem can only be solved 
under equitable laws, which will abolish industry-wide 
bargnning. force the union to accept responsibilities 
commensurate with its powers, and restate the princi- 
ple or arbitration between worker and employer. So 
long as government dominates the coal industry, the 
future of the industry, on which the nation is de- 
pendent, will remain in a state of confusion.

WASHINGTON. - Hugh Dallon, 
British chancellor of the exchequer, 
was unanimously elected chairman 
of the joint boards of governors of 
the 42nd World bank and the 43rd 
International Monetary fund. 

The World bank admitted Italy to 
membership and borrowing privi- 
leges, along with Turkey, Syria and 
Lebanon. 

Approving every move of the In- 
ternational Monetary fund, gover- 
nors of the World bank voted to ac- 
cept Italy into the $7,670,000,000 in- 
stitution with only one dissent— that 
of Yugoslavia. 




Dilute Bleach 
If you use a bleach when you wash 
.your towels, be sure to dilute it. 
li you use too strong a bleacn, it 
will weaken the fabric. One good 
way to bleach towels vs to dry them 
in the sunshine, but be sure you 
bring them in as soon as they are 
dry- Don't let them whip about 
the wind too long, since the wind 
may loosen the yarn at the corners 
of the hem, and cause them to fray. 
If the selvage wears out, take sev- 
eral rows of stitches along the 
edge. This will check the fraying 
and it will strengthen the edge and 
make the towel wear longer.

But, unfortunately, there are 
always some swine raisers who are 
Inclined to "take a chance." And It 
Is these unprotected herds which are 
the first victims of cholera every 
year, and which remain In the com- 
munity as centers of infection and 
sources of cholera danger to other 
droves of swine. 

The common symptoms of hog 
cholera Include a tendency on the 
part of the sick animals to remain 
In the house, to burrow under bed- 
ding, to pile up, weakness or partial 
paralysis, and persistent scours. Of- 
ten one or two hogs will die, and then 
It will be several days before the re- 
mainder of the herd will begin to show 
symptoms. If any of the above symp- 
toms appear, a prompt veterinary 
diagnosis should be obtained, because 
cholera often resembles other swine 
diseases, and a correct diagnosis Is 
the most Important factor toward 
proper control measures.

Tree Growth 
Pines do not grow as fast as Cot- 
tonwood or Chinese elm, but if giv- 
en good care make fairly rapid 
growth once they are well estab- 
lished.
